“ PROHIBITS HOME-BREW 
_________ 
Governor Neff Has Not Yet Passed on the New 
Prohibition Law Which Takes the Place of the 
Dean Prohibition Law—The JNew Law Was a 
Compromise. 


(By Associated Press) 
Austin, Texas, August 31.— During the first called session of 
the thirty-seventh Texas legislature the Dean law was the object 
of numerous verbal attacks. 
Every member of the •legislature 
seemed to have a different version and opinion of the law and it 
appeared that every one of them wanted to express such opin­ 
ions on the floor ox the body iii which they happened to belong- 
Since the legislature adjourned and the people have had time 
to think over the publicity given the Dean Act through the press 
of the state, numerous queries have been received at the capital 
as to the exact status of the law at present, that is, if the gover­ 
nor signed the bill, 
it was still before him and he had taken no 
action on it on August 30. The impression evidently is prevalent 
in various places that “home brewing’' is now allowed under the 
Morris amendment to the law, according to letters received in 
Austin. In fact, one state paper is said to have published an edi­ 
torial to that effect. 
But the law as finally passed reads in sec­ 
tion I, as follows: 
“That it shall be unlawful for any person, 
directly or indirectly, to manufacture, sell, barter, exchange, 
transport, export, deliver, solicit, take orders for or furnish spir­ 
it u s , vinous or limit liquors, or medicated bitters, capable of 
producing intoxication, or any other intoxicant whatever, or any 
equipment for making any such liquors, or to possess or receive 
tor the purpose of sale any such liquors herein prohibited. 
This section clearly states that it shall be unlawful to m an­ 
ufacture intoxicating liquors. 
T he fact that the last line in the 
clause is set off from the rest of the section by a comma elimi­ 
nates the possibility of the entire section being connected with 
the words “for the purpose of sale.” 
These words apply only to 
the last clause “or to possess or receive for the purpose of sale 
any such liquors herein prohibited,” legislators say. 
However, 
the sections does not make it unlawful to purchase such liquors. 
This provision of the original Dean law is stricken out. It is sim i­ 
lar to the way Governor Neff wanted the law amended. 
He 
wanted it written so that the bootlegger could be convicted on 
the unsupoprted evidence of the purchaser of the liquor or an 
accomplice, 
lieder the original Dean bill the purchaser is as 
guilty as the seller, despite the fact that court records show few 
eases of charges of purchasing liquors. 
There is a provision in 
the bill also th atf the purchaser, transporter or possessor of any 
of the liquors prohibited herein shall not be held in law or in 
tact to be un accomplice, when a witness in any such trial. 
It is noted in section I that although it exem pts the pur­ 
chaser from the provisions of the law it expressly 
names 
the 
“transporter.” Therefore, as pointed out by Representative Mor­ 
ris of Medina county, author of the amendment, a person may buy 
all the liquor he wants from a bootlegger and still not be guilty 
of an offense under the provisions of this new bill. 
But ii that 
person walks across the stree t with the liquor he has purchased 
he is then guilty- in the eyes of th** law of transportingi t AML J* - 
uf tin* shrine and » con 
is liable dor prosecution. 
R ep resen tativ e M orris expressed it by 
saying that “a man can drink all he wants as long as he don t 
carry any away in his pockets.” 
However, the law is not intended to punish the purchaser. 
It is made for the seller, the manufacturer, the deliverer and the 
transporter. 
The new bill also exempts the possessor or receiver 
of intoxicating liquors, provided that in ease he is charged with 
either possessing or receiving he can prove that he did not re­ 
ceive it and does not possess it for the “the purpose of sale. The 
concluding sentence in section I sets this forth clearly. The m eas­ 
ure also differs from the original Dean act in the manner of 
prosecution. 
The Morris bill sets out in section 2a that “it shall 
not be unlawful for any person to manufacture, 
sell, 
barter, 
sp iritu s, vinous or malt liquors or medicated bitters for medic­ 
inal. scientific or sacramental purposes, subject to the provisions 
of this act.” Under the original bill it was up to the state to prove 
that the party charged did not com e under the four provisions 
set out in this section. 
Under the new version it is up to the 
party under charge to prove that his case does com e under one 
of these four provisions, in case he seeks to use one of them 
as a defense.

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ANSW ERS MR. ROUNTREE* 
(From Dallas N ews) 
Austin. Tex., 
Aug. 
20.— In The 
News of Aug. 17 was publisned an 
article by Representative 
Lee 
J. 
Rountree of Bryan under the caption, 
“Texas Education Menaced by Poli­ 
tics and Passion.” 
The manner in 
whifh Mr. Rountree presents his case 
is no doubt entirely acceptable to the 
proponents of higher education here 
in the Legislature and throughout the 
state of Texas. 
In reply to that ar 
tid e I wish to present the views of 
those members 
of 
the Legislature 
who, while disclaiming all thought of 
enmity to our institutions of higher 
education, find themselves 
on 
the 
other side of the controversy that 
has claimed the attention of the last 
special session. 
The members for 
whom I speak take the position that 
all functions of the state government 
should be considered, not independ­ 
ently, but in their relation to one an 
other and to the entire state; that in 
providing for them we should bear in 
mind the condition of the treasury 
and the ability of the people to sup­ 
port them. 
To the individual the value of edu­ 
cation is intrinsic; it is of itself a good 
thing. 
But as a problem of govern­ 
ment, and in its relation to the Com­ 
monwealth of Texas, the value of ed­ 
ucation is strictly relative. 
Any pol­ 
icy that tends to destroy that equal­ 
ity by raising the fortunate one above 
the unfortunate many is not democra­ 
tic. The failure to recognize this fact 
constitutes the chief error to be found 
in Mr. Rountree’s article and in the 
contentions of those who agree with 
him. 
He presumes to speak for the 
“youth of Texas,” whereas in reality 
he speaks for less than I per cent of 
the youth of Texas. 
Ninety per cent 
of the children of the farmers never 
reach high school; then by what au­ 
thority do Mr. Rountree and his co- 
defenders of higher education pre­ 
sume to speak for those boys and 
girls? 
Three hundred 
thousand 
of 
our citizens can neither 
read 
nor 
write; then 
what 
can 
these high­ 
er institutions of learning do for them 
except to widen the gulf between them 
and their more fortunate brothers and 
sisters? 
Again, Mr. Rountree alludes 
to “a trained and educated citizen­ 
ship.” 
That is exactly what a ma- 
jority^of this Legislature stands for, 
but if that object is to be attained 
we'll have to quit preaching higher 
education and go to preaching lower 
education. 
Higher education does not 
reach the masses of citizens, but com­ 
mon school education includes them 
all. 
What we are actually doing in 
Texas is to provide for a trained and 
educated aristoracy while the great 
masses of our citizens are left un­ 
train and uneducated. 
In his presumption that in support­ 
ing higher education he speaks for all 
the people, Mr. Rountree 
goes 
still 
farther astray and refers to the civil­ 
ization of Rome, Greece, Nineveh and 
Babylon as having perished when they 
forgot universal education. Those old 
civilizations knew no such things as 
universal education, but were founded 
upon the education of the select few 
and the ignorance and oppression of 
the multitude. That is why they per­ 
ished, and the champions of higher 
education can find little comfort in 
Mr. Rountree’s assertion that history 
repeats itself. 
Nevertheless the pol­ 
icy of those fallen nations seems to 
be the policy of thousands of our cit­ 
izens, judging from the t ountless tele­ 
gram s that pour into Austin when the 
University bill is before the Legisla­ 
ture. 
(The telegraph system seems 
to be entirely out of order when the 
rural aid bill conies up). 
If the friends of higher education 
who insist oij reminding 
of what 
the Constitution says as to the Uni­ 
versity will only read what that Con­ 
stitution 
says as 
to 
our common 
schools, they will discover that the 
University is not the only ihing that 
the Legislature is directed to con ■ 
sider. 
With a university of the first 
class and a system of common schools 
o f the thirty-ninth class where is the 
urgent need, where lies the opportun­ 
ity to do the greatest good w'ith the 
state's money? 
Where* is the justice, 
the democracy, the common sense, of 
a policy that denies to scores of thous­ 
ands the simple rudiments of common 
school instructions and at the same 
time gives 
to 
a 
single 
individual 
not only a common school education, 
but also a high school education, a c o l­ 
lege education and a university and 
professional career? 
Does the Leg­ 
islature have the moral right to pro­ 
vide that individual with a college 
education widen such circum stances' 
U nhesitatingly I say it has not. 
Has 
that individual the moral right to 
claim a college education at the ex- 
I>ense of the state under those cir­ 
cum stances? 
I pass that question to 
the faculty and president of the Uni­ 
versity of Texas, for which institu­ 
tions approxim ately half the proper­ 
ty taxes collected for the state gov­ 
ernment are set aside this year, and 
I challenge them to answer that ques­ 
tion affirm atively. 
It is reasonable to suppose that if 
highest education is as valuable as 
its advocates proclaim, it ought to 
give those who possess it a sufficiency 
o f inform ation, a breadth of view , a 
largness of mind and a w illingness of 
heart that would enable them to real­ 


ize that the interests of the few ere 
not paramount to the interests of all, 
that the greatest good to the great­ 
est number holds true in education 
as in democracy. 
If the college grad­ 
uates of Texas wish to demonstrate 
their value to the state, let them get 
busy and relieve the shameful condi­ 
tion of our common schools and ban­ 
ish illiteracy from Texas. 
There lies 
a field indeed white unto the harvest, 
wherein their, labors will be greeted 
with glad acclaim by all the people of 
Texas. 
When the friends of our higher in­ 
stitutions get ready to take up the 
whole problem of education in Texas, 
instead of only a part of that prob­ 
lem; when they m anifest a w illing­

Other necessities are high. Hence to 
cut the teachers salaries 50 per cent 
would necessitate cutting of all w'ages 
in like manner with produce to the 
ultimate consumer very high. 
Rail­ 
road transportation, both freight and 
passenger, are higher 
than 
ever 
known. 
The cost of doin', business is 
fully 50 per cent higher than ever 
known. 
We can cut 
salaries 
and 
wages, too, when the cost of living 
comes down. But when the serving of 
a 5 cent head of lettuce is $1.70 and 
a ton . of cabbage brings th r producer 
$4.50 to $6.00 per ton and the ulti­ 
mate consumer pays from $140 to 
$160 per ton for it and if he buys it 
ultimately served pays $2,000 per ton 
for it it is evident that the cut of 50 
per cent in the salaries of teachers 
and instructors was a little drastic. 
It is understood the retrenchers will 
attempt to cut all the educational in­ 
stitutions at the session of the 38 th 
Legislature a year and a half hence, 
but unless the “high cost of living” 
has deceased and there are more rea­ 
sonable adjustments, it is hardly fair 
that the cooks, chefs and porters of 
the big hotels and restaurants in the 
cities receive twice as much salaries 
or “w ages” as the college presidents 
and leading instructors are receiving. 
At least the American people should 
soberly, sanely and deliberately make 
it possibly to cut the educational insti­ 
tutions on a basis that they can en­ 
dure and not fail in their great pur­ 
pose.

FOR BETTER COTTON SEED 
Sam E. Cavitt, president of Brazos 
County Farm Bureau, thinking now 
is the time to wage a campaign for 
better cottonseed for planting pur­ 
poses next year. 
Mr. Cavitt is right 
in thinking the farmer should now 
give attention to the matter of se­ 
curing better planting seed. 
Unless 
our farmers carefully select seed from 
first picking this fall, the probabili­ 
ty is that seed from a later picking 
will of a low germination and, there­ 
fore, would give very poor stand next 
spring. 
What cotton we do plant 
should be of a dependable variety and 
of seed from which we m ight rea­

Mr. H ardin’s vision fo r the future 
is n >t H clear one o r tie would not for 
a mom ent argue th a t our g reat edu­ 
cational institutions could live and en­ 
dure if they wa re not of the first cia ,rs 
a s eontem platixi by the forefathers 
v hen they drafted the Texas constitu­ 
tion in 1876 and enacted the laws so 
declaring for all the ages. If our in­ 
stitutions, are not to be of the first 
class why have them a t all? O ur boy? 
and girls would be forced afte r spend­ 
ing years in college in T exas to go to 
oth er states to secure the education 
they need to m eet life's duties. Then 
why w aste their tim e and money on 
securing an education th a t does not 
m eet the issues? Mr. H ardin m ay hug 
a delusion th a t any kind of education 
will endure, but he is m istaken and I 
leave this to hip b e tter judgment. 
The article <Sf Mr. H ardin proves 
to me m ore conclusively th a t Texas 
m ust take h er educational institutions 
out of the m ire of ignorance, political 
passion and rapid changes. Mr. H ar­ 
din doe’s not realize th a t education is 
n o t the question of the hour, but is the 
question o f the 
ages— which means 
the preservation and perpetutiy of our 
civilization and 
governm ent fo r all 
tim e.

A fter Mr. H ardin had w ritten the 
article attack in g mv defense of our 
university, colleges and norm als, and 
the very day it appeared in The New*, 
he changed his attitu d e in the le g isla ­ 
ture and voted fo r the Educational 
Bill on the ground th a t it was higher 
(hun the defeated bill. This was a most 
rem arkable statem ent. He voted as I 
did fo r w hat he term ed a more ex trav ­ 
ag an t bill than he voted against be­ 
fore. In fact he said it was$200,000 
higher than the deafted bill. There are 
some things th a t are m ysterious and 
J shall pass this and urge Mr. H ardin 
to in the future rem em ber th a t com­ 
m unities, states and nations should 
look well to education. It is the hest 
money ever spent. And in changing 
his attitu d e and voting w ith me I point 
him to the quotation under which he 
(gin find refuge: “Consistency thou are 
a jewel which some men do not pos­ 
sess.” And in this case I m ight re­ 
peat: “T hat as fhng as the light holds 
out to burn the sinner m ay retu rn .” I 
welcome Mr. H ardin to his new place 
in the legislature, despite all of his 
protests.
